“Washington, D. C., May 20.—A vet- 
eran of the world war may determine 
the amount of his bonus this way: 

Figure up the number of days of 

service. For each day of home vervice 
above the first sixty days $1 will be 
allowed in adjusted service credit and 
for each day of overseas service ubove 
sixty days $1.25 will be given. 

If this adjusted service credit doesn’t 
amount to more than $50 it will be paid 
in cash. Otherwise an insurance pol- 
icy will be given. The approximate 
value of this policy may be determined 
by adding 25 per cent to the amount 
of credit due and multiplying the total 


by about 2%.

Pressed Curds. 


One of the native born women of 
Charieston, S. C., told me most enthu- 
siastically about pressed curds and 


cream. She maintained that these 
curds were nothing but clabber of 
whole milk with the moisture or whey 
pressed out of it, in a curd press, and 
that I could easily enough buy the 
press for making this delightful sum- 
mer dish. So the last thing I did in 
that city was to go where she directed, 
and buy a little perforated tin cup with 
a little ringed disk to put over the 
clabbered milk to be put in it. 

I also found these curd presses In a 
fine hard store in Washington, 


and I presume they are easier to find/| 
anywhere than we who had never hap-' 


pened to know about them would gueas. 
But I did not find them in the shapes 
of hearta, as she said I might, or as 
there used to be.
